REMARKS / ARGUMENTS 

Claims 33-38 remain pending. Applicants note with appreciation the Examiner's 
indication that the claims appear to be substantially in condition for allowance. Claim 34 has 
been amended above as suggested by the Examiner and claim 37 has been amended to conform 
to the Examiner's interpretation thereof. No new matter has been introduced by any of these 
amendments. 

In the outstanding Office Action, the Examiner has provisionally rejected claims 33-38 
under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting over co-pending U.S. 
Patent Application No. 10/ 654.457. Although this is only a provisional rejection and Applicants 
to not accede to the Examiner's characterization of the claim scope, solely in an effort to 
expedite prosecution, Applicants are submitting herewith a terminal disclaimer. Accordingly, 
this ground of rejection has been obviated and the rejection should be withdrawn. 

The Examiner had also objected to claims 34 and 37 for certain informalities. In 
response, Applicants have amended these claims as shown above. Withdrawal of the 
outstanding objections is requested.
